He Does Sue More TaDtii on 


the Silver 


This is the 117th anniversary of the 


Declaration, of Independence. On the 
4tb of July, 1776, the representatives of 
the United States in congress assem- 
bled arraigned the king of Great 
Britain for repeated injuries and usur- 
pations all having, in direct object, the 
establishment of an absolute tyranny 
ovar the colonies. In every stage of 
these oppressions the people petitioned 
for redrebe in the most humble terms, 
but their petitions were answered only 
by repeated injury. Therefore the rep- 
resentatives of the people appealing to 
the Supreme Judge of the world for | 
the rectitude of their intentions in the 
name and by the authority of the good 
people of the colonies, solemnly pub- 
lished and declared that the United 
Colonies ares and of right ought to be, 
free «nd independent States, absolved 
from 
all allegiance to the British 


crown. In support of this declaration, 
with a firm reliance on the protection 
of Divine Providence, the fifty-six pat- 
riots who signed it mutually pledged 
to each other their lives, their fortunes 
and their sacred honor. 


That 
declaration 
made tyrants 


tremble in all parts of the world. It 
was the first announcement that men 
are created free and equal and endowed 
with certain inalienable rights, and 
that to secure these rights govern- 
ments are instituted among men, de- 
riving their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed. The day on 
which it was proclaimed is therefore 
recognized as the Birthday of Freedom 
and ita recurring anniversaries are 
celebrated by American citizens and 
•by all lovers of. liberty, wherever the 
atars and stripes float. 


The people of Eeno have made 


arrangements to celebrate the day in 
an appropriate manner, and have in- 
vited people from all parts of the State 
and from other States to participate in 
the festivities incident to the occasion. 
Many from California as well as No- 
vada, have accepted the invitation and 
our citizens will doubtless extend to 
them that courtesy and hospitality for 
which tho people of the Pacific coast 
tro noted, and which are among the 
peculiar ci*racteristios of Nevadans 
and CalifaBuans.

The public debt statement shows a 


net decrease of $1,216,258 during the 
month of June. 
The interest bearing 


debt was increased 5)119,990, the debt on 
which interest has ceased sinae matur- 
ity decreased $00,950, the debt bearing 
no interest decreased $224,162, and the 
cash in the treasury increased $897,136. 
The aggregate interest and non-interest 
bearing debt on June 80, was $960,421,- 
766, 
and on May 31, it was $961,750,888. 


Certificates and treasury notes offset 
by an equal amount of cash in the 
treasury on .Tune 30th amounted to 
$584,558,920, a cleceease of $9.997,097. 
The total cash in the treasury was 
$745,004,601, the gold reserve $95,485,- 
413, and the net cash balance, $26,976,- 
377. 
In the month there was a decrease 


of 8,063,177 in gold coin and bars, the 
total at the close being $188,455,443. 
Of silver there was an increase of 
$5,369,905. 
Of the surplus there is in 


national bank depositories $12,082,573 
against $11,649,142 at the end of th« 
previous month. 
The receipts for the 


month of June were $30,983,321 and the 
expenditures $29,266,451. 
In May the 


receipts were $30,971,497 and the expen- 
ditures $30,872,502. 
The customs re- 


ceipts decreased from $15,424,853 to 
$14,964,390; tho revenue receipts in- 
creased from $13,212,103 to $14,003,127. 
Payments for pensions decrease from 
$14,268,020 to $11,411,301. 


Sliver I>ay. 


Special to the JOUBNAL.! 


CHICAGO, July 3.—The silver day com- 


mittee appointed by the Trans-Mis- 
sippi Congress held a meeting to-day 
to perfect arrangements for a program 
on silver day at the world's fair, which 
has been set for September llth. 
Ex- 


Governor Prince of New Mexico, chair- 
man of the committee, presided. It was 
decided to have the speeches delivered 
and so arranged that when published 
the whole silver proposition will be 
presented to the public, together with 
answers to all objections to free coin- 
age. 
In the details of the arrangement 


left to the sub-committee, which is 
composed of Governor Prince, O. W- 
Crawford and W. H. Harley, Governor 
Prince said: 
"The silver question is 


not at all understood in the east. 
All 


kinds of erroneous impressions exist, 
among them is one that silver has be- 
come so plentiful as to cease to be a 
precious metal. Facts refute all state- 
ments intended to prejudice the minds 
of the people against silver. There is 
about an equal quantity of gold and 
silver in the world and of both only 
about $4.85 per capita. The systematic 
attempt to strike down one-half of this, 
bringing down prices, is the cause of 
our panics. 
Commodities have fallen 


with silver and the drop in silver by 
this action immediately affected the 
commodities. Again, the people do not 
understand that when silver is quoted 
it means the price in gold, and that sil- 
ver has not fallen a cent as value in 
property. 
Reverse the position of the 


two metals in the world's money, de- 
monetizing gold, and gold would to- 
day be quoted at a depreciated price. 


Another Bank Has a Run.

NEW YORK, June 3.—There was a 


slight run on the Williamsburg savings 
bank this morning. 
Nearly 1,000 


persons crowded into the bank as it 
opened and until noon anxious in- 
quiries were made. The proportion of 
those withdrawing deposits were as 
five to one of those depositing. 


Obeying ltf£ New Immigration 
AH tho agents of the transatlantic 


steamship companies which carry steer- 
age passengers to this port have now 
agreed to respect the new immigration 
rules, and to do their share in the en- 
forcement of them. It will assuredly be 
to their advantage to perform this duty 
faithfully and to co-operate properly with 
Dr. Jenkins and Commissioner Senner. 
They are liable tt> heavy penalties for 
negligence. 
Those of them who have 


striven to eva/le the new regulations 
must n'ot be permitted to trifle any longer 
with the public1 safety. Instead of their 
interests conflicting in any way with 
ours, the interests of both parties are the 
same.—New York Sun.

SII.VJ2U AND FARM PlfODVCTS. 


The business depression is causing 


the newspapers east of the Bocky 
mountains to devote considerable space 
to the silver question, and the people 
of the agricultural states are being 
thoroughly educated on the subject A 
Kansas City paper explains to the 
farmers of western Mississippi and 
eastern Kansas the effect of cheap sil- 
ver on the prices of form products and 
why England Is particularly interested 
iii preventing 
free coinage in the 


United States. 


The Englishman, it says, buys his 


silver bullion in the New York or Lon- 
don market at 83 cents per ounce. He 
sends it to India and coins it into ru- 
pees at the same ratio as of old, and 
with these rupees he buys wheat and 
cotton, which he ships to England and 
sells for gold. 
He buys American sil- 


ver at going commercial prices and 
uses it in India at par. If his silver 
bullion costs him $1 per ounce, or $1.29, 
his Indian wheat will cost him just so 
much laore, and it follows that the 
American product in the European 
market will be of an equally greater 
value. 


THE Ohio Prohibition state conven- 


tion adopted a platform favoring abso- 
lute prohibition, woman suffrage, the 
issuance of money by the government 
only, the readjustment of taxes, gov- 
ernmental control of railroads and tel- 
egraphs, prohibition of speculation in 
food products, revision of immigra- 
tion laws, election of President and 
United States senators by direct vote, 
and against the use of public money 
for sectarian schools. 


Senator Sherman Talks. 


Special to the JOUBNAL. 


CHICAGO, July 8.—"There never has 


been a time since the law of 1890 known 
aa the Sherman act was passed that I 
would not have voted for its repeal," 
said Senator Sherman to-day. "The 
Sherman act was a compromise meas- 
ure passed 
to save the 
country 


from a free coinage bill. I have told 
Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle that I 
will stand with them for sound, safe, 
stable currency. 
" I think the Sherman law should be 


repealed, but the danger is that con-; 
gross may go too far. Should the 
clause providing for the purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver monthly be 
stricken out it would be well, but if 
Congress should go on and repeal the 
clause providing that the United States 
shall maintain the parity between gold 
and silver coins it would cause wide- 
spread distrust. 


"There are in the treasury350,000,000 


coined silver dollars and $145,000,000 
worth of uncoined bullion. The legal 
tender of these coins must be preserved 
and their parity to gold maintained. 
It is well enough to stop the further 
mintage of silver, but that in circula- 
tion must be maintained. To stop 
making silver dollars would not impair 
the usefulness of those already made 
so long as guaranty is back of them." 


The senator further expressed belief 


that the cessation of silver coinage 
would not bring gold more into circu- 
lation. 
He attributed the present 


stringency to the apprehension of the 
mercantile and financial world that the 
government will not meet its obliga- 
tions in gold, but will pay in cheap 
money. 


Made Out of Whole Cloth. 


Special to the JOUKNAL.] 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—General War- 


ner told a reporter to-day that the 
story printed in a New York paper to 
the effect that there had been a secret 
conference between him and Congress- 
man Ellert, Newlands of Nevada, exec- 
utive committeeman; Jones of Nevada 
and Col. Lee Crandall, secretary of the 
silver league, was made out of whole 
cloth. The silver people, he said, were- 
determined to offer bitter opposition to 
the unconditional repeal of the Sher- 
man law. They claim that to do other- 
wise would be to surrender to the gold 
power, which brought about the demon- 
etization of silver La this country and 
which wrought demoralization to the 
white metal in India. 
At the opening 


of the extra session they will vigor- 
ously resent any attempt to ward off 
the adoption of anti-flllibustering rules.

Both men did hard 
fighting in this round, but the most 
effective blows were landed by Barber. 


He had the best of the round all 


through. 


Fifth—This round was opened by 


Barber smashing McKenzie twice in 
the mouth and knocking him down, 
thereby having the first knockdown 
marked to his credit. As McKenzie 
was endeavoring to regain his feet, 
hanging to the ropes, Barber again hit 
him. 
McKenzie's friends were loud in 


their claim of a foul, but it was not 
allowed. 


Sixth—Barber continued his mouth- 


snaashing maneuver in this round, hit- 
ting McKenzie several times. The lat- 
ter clinched to avoid punishment, and 
it was apparent to all that Barber had 
the fight won. 


Seventh—Barber smilingly responded 


to the call of time, and appeared ex- 
ceedingly fresh, while McKenzie looked 
like a beaten man. McKenzie's sore 
and bleeding mouth again suffered, and 
Barber, with a left-handed smash, again 
knocked him down. Both men were 
sparring for an opening, and Barber 
found it, as McKenzie recognized when 
he felt the former's left on his month 
as time was called. 


Eighth—Barber was still fresh, and 


as the men came together in the middle 
of the ring he landed a heavy left on 
McKenzie's mouth, knocking the latter 
under the ropes. It looked very much 
as if he would be counted out, but he 
managed to save himself by grasping 
the ropes and raising himself, but be- 
fore he had got to his feet and while 
clinging to the ropes Barber again 
punched him. There were cries of 
foul, and the fight ended in a general 
row. 


The referee refused to give a decision 


until 2 o'clock this afternoon. 


It is the general opinion of those 


who witnessed the fight that Barber 
-should be declared the victor, and that 
McKenzie was no match for him at any 
stage of the game. The referee did not 
jive entire satisfaction, as Barber 
should have been given the fight at the 
ringside.
